A bike rider was run over and killed by a school 
bus on a busy Park Slope street on Wednesday — 
the second cyclist killed in four days. 

The death of 50-year-old Jonathan Millstein, killed 
when his bicycle collided with a turning school 
bus at the intersection of Eighth Avenue and Pres- 
ident Street, and 8-year-old Alexander Toulouse, 
who was run down by a postal truck at Livingston 
Street and Boerum Place in Downtown on Satur- 
day, were fresh reminders that even as biking soars 
in popularity, two-wheelers and four-wheelers are 
still finding it hard to share the road. 

“Our streets have not caught up to who’s using 
them,” said Wiley Norvell, a spokesman forthebike 
advocacy group, Transportation Alternatives. 

Witnesses said Millstein, who lived in Boerum 
Hill with his wife and two sons, had been wearing 
a helmet during his crash, which occurred just af- 
ter 8 am. There were no children on board the bus 
that killed him, and police did not issue a summons 
or arrest the driver, cops said. 

A spokeswoman for the bus operating company, 
Atlantic Express Transportation Corp., said the pro- 
fessional driver has an otherwise clean driving re- 
cord and is “extremely shaken.” 

Toulouse’s death on Saturday sent a similar shock- 
wave through Downtown. 

The 8-year-old and his father, Christopher, were 
on an afternoon ride near their Cobble Hill home 
when the truck ran over him. Cops did not charge 
the driver for the accident.

Some don’t want bike lanes

Opponents are calling on the 
city to put the breaks on a one- 
and-a-half-mile portion of a bike 
route that would stretch from 
Newtown Creek to Sunset Park 
— saying Williamsburg doesn’t 
need more bike lanes. 

“There is already a bike lane on 
Wythe Avenue — now they want 
a bike lane on Kent Avenue?” Si- 
mon Weisser, a member of Com- 
munity Board 1, told his fellow 
board members at a Sept. 8 meet- 


ing. “You can’t accommodate every 
single street with a bike lane.” 

Weisser, and others, argued that 
the Department of Transportation 
should not stripe Kent Avenue — 
the firstphase of the so-called Kent 
Avenue Greenway , a stretch of bik- 
ing and walking paths that are sep- 
arated from car traffic — until 
further review. 

Weisser wants to see the exist- 
ing bike lanes — on Wythe and 
Bedford avenues — eliminated 
when the Greenway is done. 

He added that “the whole com- 
munity” is behind him, a reference 


to South Williamsburg’s strong Ha- 
sidic bloc.Buttheboardrolledover 
Weisser’s call. 

“He sees the greenway as a way 
to eliminate me bike lanes , but they 
don’thave the same function,” said 
Teresa Toro, chair of the Transpor- 
tation Committee. 

The one-way lanes on Bedford 
and Wythe avenues are necessary 
commuter routes that connect Wil- 
liamsburg with Central Brooklyn, 
while the greenway on Kent Ave- 
nue would be more like a “linear 
park” than a bike lane, Toro said.

McMahon and Straniere to face off for Fossella seat; Cohen's a judge

A 28-year-old upstart candidate for 
a Brooklyn Heights state Senate seat 
beat a man who has been in office lon- 
ger than the challenger has been alive 
— the lone upset in the area's four 
main primary elections on Sept. 9. 

Longtime incumbent Rep. Ed Towns 
cruised to victory over hip-hop writer 
and inspirational speaker Kevin Powell 
in the Democratic primary for the 10th 
congressional district, while Council- 
man Mike McMahon (D-Staten Island) 
demolished Bay Ridge lawyer Steve 
Harrison for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for the 13th congressional district 
seat being vacated by scandal-tarred 
Rep. Vito Fossella. 

In the COP primary for the same 
seat, former Assemblyman Robert 
Straniere crushed Jim Wyne.

Newcomer Daniel Squadron thrashed 
30-year incumbent Marty Connor.

One of the city’s most-bitter campaigns , 
which pitted well-financed and Mayor 
Bloomberg-endorsed newcomer Squad- 
ron against 30-year incumbent Connor, 
ended with a relatively easy victory for 
the first-time candidate. 

For most of the year. Squadron, who 
lives off a sizeable trust fund established 
by his late father, the powerhouse lawyer 
Howard Squadron, had been hammering 
away at Connor, depicting him as a key 
cog in a moribund Albany machine. He 
also took swipes at Connor’s ethics, cit- 
ing everything from legal campaign con- 
tributions from real-estate developers to 
Connor’s purchase of a Brooklyn Heights 
apartment for just $12,000 in 1994. 




Councilman Mike McMahon won the 
Democratic nod to replace Vito Fossella. 


Connor fought back, claiming that Squad- 
ron, at age 28, was too inexperienced to 
know the ways of the world, let alone Al- 

Knowledge or not. Squadron showed 
intense energy on the campaign trail, is- 
suing position papers as quickly as they 
could be printed — and all the while, Con- 
nor complained that he was busy in Al- 
bany doing the people’s business. 

Speaking to 300 supporters at a China- 
town restaurant late Tuesday night, Squad- 
ron said “the first thing [that came to mind 
when he heard that he’d won] was what an 
amazing job these staffers did.” 

Later, he paid tribute to Connor, saying , 
“It was a good race and we really should 
honor his 30 years of service.” 

Reached by cellphone later, Connor said, 
“I’ve enjoyed represening the people for 
nearly 30 years , but I look forward to hav-

“He was a leader in the Irish- 
American community and a 
prominent business member 
of Downtown Brooklyn, and

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‘Time’ is up for Green Church 


It might be too late to save the 
“Green Church,” but preserva- 
tionists are hoping they can res- 
cue a tiny piece of the emerald- 
stonedhouse of worship’s history 
before the wrecking ball arrives 
next week — a time capsule. 

In 1899, the founders of the 
Bay Ridge United Method- 
ist Church — then called the 
New Grace Methodist Episco- 
pal Church — tucked some pe- 
riod relics behind the church’s 
cornerstone. 

“In the little copper box which 
was placed in the corner stone 
were aBible,ahymnbook,abook 
containing the names of the mem- 
bers of the Ladies’ AidSociety.the 
Epworth League and the Build- 
ing Committee; a photograph of 
Simon De Nyne, now deceased, 
a pioneer Methodist in the Bay 
Ridge section; a history of the 
church, a picture of the first church 
of the Methodist denomination in 
the vicinity, which was erected 
on Cowenhoven’s lane in 1830; 
a picture of the second church, 
which stood on Stewart avenue, 
and a photograph of the present 
church,” the Oct. 22, 1899, edi- 
tion of the long-defunct Brook- 
lyn Eagle reported. 

“There was also a copy of 
a newspaper, containing the 
account of the capture of Manila 
by Dewey, in the box,” the Eagle 
reported. 

Church officials think that the 
time capsule — andallofthe 19th- 
century heirlooms with it — is 
still be behind the cornerstone.

“When we do the demoli- 
tion, we’ll look into it,” said 
Pastor Robert Emerick, who 
has succeeded in his quest to 
tear down the gorgeous, but dif- 
ficult-to-maintain, structure, sell 
the church’s land at the corner 
of Ovington Avenue, relocate 
the 211 bodies buried on the 
grounds, and build a smaller, 
more modem and more manage- 
able house of worship that bet- 


ter fits the tiny congregation. 

The demolition is pending 
Department of Buildings ap- 
proval, but workers have already 
removed many of the church’s 
stained glass windows. 

For some of the preservation- 
ists who rallied and petitioned to 
save the historic church, retriev- 


ing the time capsule is crucial. 

“If the building comes down, 
the time capsule needs to be taken 
care of,” saidEric Rouda, amem- 
ber of the Committee to Save the 
Green Church. “On top of every- 
thing else.I would hate to see that 
piece of history lost as well.” 

But tor other activists, the time 
capsule can’t stand in for the soon- 
to-be demolished church. 

“When you compare the time 
capsule to the whole experience 
of what is happening — remains 
being moved, the church being 
stripped, and the crosses being 
taken down — this is so minis- 
cule,” said Victoria Hofmo, who 
is a member of the committee. 

The time capsule isn’t the only 
part of the church that might be 
salvaged. 

Over the last two weeks, work- 
ers from the architectural an- 
tique shop “Olde Good Things” 
have been stripping the church 

An employee told The Brook- 
lyn Paper that the company can 
resell “any architectural details, 
all the way down to the boards in 
the wall. It couldbe stained glass, 
it could be lighting. It could be 
the pews. It all depends on the 
building.” 

All of the salvage work go- 
ing on this week at the church 
is mere prelude to the demoli- 
tion of the building itself, which 
is expected to begin next week . 
For months .local preservation- 
ists have sought a way to save 
the church from the wrecking 
ball, but the congregation held 
firm that demolition was nec-

“We have parks users who 
have been more than patient and 
reasonable and, frankly, we’re 
going to have to take a look at 
what other options we have.” 

In 2005, the city let devel- 
oper Shay a B oymelgreen , who is 
developing the Novo condos at 
343 Fourth Ave., use the south- 
ern handball courts and cement 
ballfield as a staging area for his 
12-story, 113-unit behemoth. 

In return, B oymelgreen was 
required to complete the renova- 
tions before his residents could 

The first deadline in 2006 
came and went, as did the most 
recent deadline on Aug. 27, yet 
Boymelgreen was given a tem- 
porary certificate of occupancy 
in June anyway, said a Depart- 
mentof Buildings spokeswoman. 
Tenants are moving in, and the 
whole situation is “outrageous,” 
Hammerman said. 

“[Boymelgreen] negotiated 
in good faith a plan to make 
the park whole again, and they 
have been unable to meet any 
of their deadlines for comple- 
tion,” he explained. “They’re un- 
der an agreement with the Parks 
Department to repair the park 
before they would be allowing 

Parks spokesman Phil Abram- 
son said the agency still be- 
lieves that Boymelgreen will 
make good on his promised 
$1.6 -million renovation , which 
will include new handball courts, 
basketball courts, a dog run, a 
garden, and a skate park. 

Abramson added that the city 
didn’t want to hold up its own ren- 
ovations of the park and started 
its $3-mi]lionrenovations to con- 
vert an asphalt yard to a synthetic 
turf field . Playground renovations 
will begin once the field renova- 
tions are complete. 


“Initially, we didn’t want to 
start until [Boymelgreen’s reno- 
vations] were all done, but now 
we don’t want to delay it even 
more,” Abramson said. 

“Our staff inspects their site 
twice a week and we’re in com- 
munication with them. We hope 
that construction will be done 
relatively soon and that that part 
of the park can be reopened.” 
A spokeswoman for Boymel- 
green did not return messages 
for comment.

Eco-grocer folds 
its tent in Slope

It wasn’t high rent, but overly zealous environmentalism, 
that ultimately did in the Pumpkin’s Organic Market — 
an irony, considering that the one neighborhood where the 
eco-friendly grocer might have had a chance was crunchy 
ol’ Park Slope. 

Two years ago, Pumpkin’s owner and longtime Slope resident 
Christina Cassano did away with landfill-clogging disposable cof- 
fee cups and insisted her customers buy their grains, spices, and 
other sundries in bulk ratherthan in wasteful small packages. But 
despite those Earth-hugging moves, the customers never came 
in droves; within the next few months, the Eighth Avenue natu- 
ral foods store will close. 

“Our whole goal here was just to reduce waste and to in- 
form people about what is going on [when we pollute the en- 
vironment],” Cassano said. “We were really trying to educate 
people, so it’s been disappointing, the response.” 

This week, Cassano admitted that the Tuesday after Labor 
Day was her worst day in six-and-one-half years. 

The closing of the market, which is at 13th Street, comes 
as several new markets moved into the area, including Union 
Market one block away on Seventh Avenue between 12th and 
13th streets, and the 12th Street market’s recent changeover 
from run-of-the-mill bodega to a more unique organic pro- 
duce bodega. 

When Fairway opened in Red Hook in 2006, it didn’t help 
things either, Cassano said. 

But in the face of such serious competition, Cassano went 
vegan and unveiled more green touches, including selling laun- 
dry detergent to people who brought their own containers. 
Some found a certain charm to bringing mugs for one’s morn- 
ing coffee or empty bottles for cleanser, but not everyone ap- 
preciated the larger goal of saving the planet. 

“I went in there to buy a cup of coffee on Sunday — you 
know, to show some support for the little guy — and the guy 
behind the counter says to me, ‘Do you have a cup?’ ” re- 
counted one longtime Park Slope resident. “I try to be envi- 
ronmental, but for want of a simple, two-cent recycled paper 
cup, they lost a $1.50 sale. And I might have even bought a 
vegan cookie, too!” 

It’s somewhat odd that in a place like Park Slope, where 
even the very user-unfriendly Food Co-op watches its mem- 
bership grow each year despite work requirements and a re- 
cent ban on bottled water and plastic bags. Pumpkin’s couldn’t 
quite master success. 

“They have such a limited selection of products — I look 
for one-stop shopping, and that is just not the place,” said one 
Sloper, Brett Comack, 30. 

The expensive prices didn’t lure customers in either, even 
if the $3.99-per-pound apples were organic and delicious.But 
some shoppers liked the select-your-own quantities and fresh 
ingredients. 

“They had a nice run, and they were [environmentally-sound] 
for real, with the canvas bags and the bottles to refill your laun- 
dry detergent,” said Slope resident Diane Fitzgerald, 32 . “It is 
such a great concept, but people are just too conventional.” 

Up next for Cassano is a move to Minneapolis later this fall, 
where she said she wants to open a new food store.

Considering term limits 


Y ou have to at least give Borough 
President Markowitz some credit 
for saying what’s on his mind. 
Like every elected official, Markowitz 
doesn’t want to leave office. But while 
other careerist pols are using cagey asides 
to couch their contempt for the city ’s term- 
limits law, Markowitz is openly, proudly, 
dismissive of the two voter-approved ref- 
erenda that created the city’s current two- 
term limit for members of the Council, 
the borough presidents, public advocate, 
comptroller and mayor. 

“Clearly I’m against term limits. I 
think the electorate made a terrible mis- 
take,” Markowitz said on Monday at 
a gathering of all five borough pres- 
idents at his beloved Junior’s restau- 
rant in Downtown Brooklyn. “I think 
it’s bad government.” 

There is, indeed, a problem with 


term limits. In the name of creating 
a stronger, more-vibrant democracy, 
such limits deprive voters of one of 
their very reasonable options: sending 
a qualified, experienced public servant 
back for another term. 

Both referenda — in 1993 and 1996 
— included an unanticipated flaw: be- 
cause term limits are not staggered, 
virtually all of the city’s elected offi- 
cials — some of them actually wor- 
thy of re-election — are forced out of 
office all at once, leaving a potential 
void of leadership. 

But whatever its flaws, the people 
have spoken: voters have shown, twice, 
that they want term limits — and that’s 
good enough for us. 

We believe it is morally wrong for 
current officeholders to circumvent the 
clearly stated wishes of their constitu- 


ents — especially when they would gain 
a direct personal benefit by doing so. 

We might support Markowitz’s call 
for changing term limits if his power 
grab were not so blatant; a slight change 
in the current situation — like a three- 
term limit, perhaps — would be a rea- 
sonable option, but only under one con- 
dition: if the proposal was again put 
before the public instead of made in 
a classic backroom deal. 

Indeed, there is nothing as egregious 
as a politician who wants to pass a law 
just in time for the law to apply to him- 
self. Even in Congress, when a salary 
increase is approved, it doesn’t take 
effect until after the next election. 

So until the pols are willing to take 
their case to the voters in a popular ref- 
erendum, term limits are better off left 
alone.

Meeting The Rabbi 

This morning, my sister and 
I met with Rabbi Andy Bach- 
man at Congregation Beth Elo- 
him. He asked a lot of questions 
and we got a chance to tell him 
much about my father’s life. 

Rabbi Bachman seemed to en- 
joy the story about the time my la- 
ther went to work at a shoe store. 
My father, then 19 or 20 , assured

Friends called all day. One 
helpfully stopped by my apart- 
ment to pick up an envelope 
that needed to be driven over 
to my stepmother’s apartment 
in Brooklyn Heights. 

I feel overwhelmed at the 
thought of seeing a lot of peo- 
ple today. I feel so inside my- 
self and I don’t know if I will be 
able to connect with anyone. I’m 
nervous about my eulogy and 
keep thinking of all the things 
I didn’t say in it.

Brooklyn's playoff 
push abruptly ends

The Cyclones’ surge to the playoffs ended with a heart- 
breaking, extra-inning loss on Friday night — one of just 
four losses that the team suffered in its last 16 games. 

Despite that string, the Cyclones never pulled far enough 
ahead of their main wild-card rival, the Jamestown Jammers 
— so when the Jammers swept a doubleheader on the same 
night, the Cyclones suddenly found themselves on the out- 
side of the New York-Penn League playoffs looking in. 

‘ ‘You know what? I feel sad, but also I feel very happy, because 
to me, everybody got better [down the stretch] said manager 
Edgar Alfonzo, whose team looked dead before the amazing 

run. “To me, when you’re 

15 games over .500 [the 
Cyclones ended the year 
at 45-30], it is a success- 
ful season.” 

“After the game, I 
said, ‘Guys, I’m proud, 
and I’m happy because 
you worked so hard . You 
guys got here in June and 
you had no clue as to what 
was going on. You strug- 
gled for a month, and we 
tried to teach you guys the 
game, and you worked 
hard and that paid off at 
the end.’ I told everyone I wasn’t upset.” 

Alfonzo blamed injuries more than anything else. 

“We had injuries and a lot of people coming in and out,” 
he said. “It’s kind of hard, to go day-by-day and lose games, 
but we have to play with the players we have. I have more 
gray hair now.” 

Justbecause the Mets minor-league affiliate didn’t make 
the playoffs doesn’t mean the Big League squad doesn’t 
have reason to cheer. This year, a future Seaver emerged 
in the form of Brad Holt, a first-round draft choice who 
initially struggled, but poured it on in the end, finishing 
with a 5-3 record and a stingy 1.87 ERA. He struck out 
96 batters in 72-1/3 innings. 

“The other night at Aberdeen, Holt hit 100 miles-an-hour 
on the gun,” said pitching coach Hector Berrios. “Three 
digits. I’ve never seen that live myself. 

“Holt will be a starter. He’s very athletic, and with a 
world of talent. The sky’s the limit once he gets [his sec- 
ondary pitches]. He’ll be a guy at the front of the Mets’ ro- 
tation, maybe two years down the road.”

It’s post-Labor Day, and the kids are back in school with 
their report cards months away, but for the Cyclones the 
school year is over, and the final grades are out. Here’s 
how this year’s class at Brooklyn’s P.S. 1404 (the Surf 
Avenue School) performed: 

Ike Davis (first base): C-. Davis was headed for a D, 
but a late-season surge brought up his average to .256. Da- 
vis has great bloodlines — he’s the son of former Yankee 
reliever Ron Davis — and he’s big and strong at 6-foot-4 
and 215 pounds. But the Mets’ first-round draft pick failed 
to homer for Brooklyn and had only 17 RBI in 58 games. 
“He wasn’t staying back on the ball earlier in the season, 
but at the end he was coming around,” said manager Ed- 
gar Alfonzo. Still, Davis has terrific potential and when he 
gets used to wood bats, he could start to climb quickly up 
the ladder to the majors. 

Josh Satin (second base): B-. Satin started slowly, fail- 
ing to hit in his first 15 at-bats, and when he started to hit bet- 
ter, a leg injury slowed him down. He was upper-cutting the 
ball too much in mid-season, but he straightened that out and 
started to exhibit more of his power. He hit four homers in 45 
games. He fielded well, making only two errors. 

Wilmer Flores (shortstop): A. Flores, at a just-turned 17, 
is the age of a high school senior. He hit .267 for Brooklyn in 
eight games and exhibited smooth moves in the field and a fine 
arm. He looks so young, yet he has a calm maturity needed 
to quickly climb through the minors. He’s already 6-foot-3 
and should put on muscle, so he may grow out of the short- 
stop position, but he has the skills to play anywhere. 

Reese Havens (shortstop): Incomplete. Another Reese 
at shortstop for Brooklyn seemed to be a good omen, but 
things didn’t work out. Reese suffered an elbow injury at 
the start of the season, and later had a groin pull. He played 
more at designated hitter than at shortstop and appeared in 
only 23 games all told. He hit .247 with three homers, but 
the left-handed hitter is much better than that. 

Zach Lutz (third base): B. Back for a second try at Brooklyn 
after a lone game in 2007, Lutz hit .333, but he was plagued 
by injuries all year and played in merely 24 games. 

Eric Campbell (third base/outfield): B.Playedthirdand 
also left field. Showed flashes of power (four homers) and 
hit .260. 

Seth Williams (left field): B+. Williams became a reg- 
ular late in the season and hit .295, but failed to homer. 

Sean Ratliff (center field): B. Ratliff started slowly at 
bat, but picked up steam and tied for the club lead with seven 
homers. He fielded well after being shifted from right to 
center field, but he hit only .229. 

Kirk Nieuwenhuis (right field): A. Nieuwenhuis hit .277 
and tied Ian Bladergroen and Caleb Stewart for the all-time 
Cyclones record for games in a season (74) and tied Am- 
biorix Concepcion and Dustin Martin for the all-time sea- 
son lead in hits (79). 

Jordan Abruzzo (catcher): 

A. The switch-hitting catcher 
hit .275 tiedRatliffforthe club 
lead in homers with seven. He 
also handled the pitching staff 
with aplomb. 

Brad Holt (starter): A+. 

Holt finished second in the 
league with a 1.87 ERA and 
hit 100 miles per hour on the 
radar gun in a late season game 
at Aberdeen. He will be a big 
league front-line starter some- Brad Holt: A+ 
day (soon, we hope!). 

Scott Shaw (starter): A. Shaw was 6-3 with a 2.80 ERA 
and had great command of his pitches. 

Jenry Mejia (starter): B. Only 18 years old, Mejia went 
3-2 with a 3.49 ERA. 

Chris Schwinden (starter): A. All-Star Schwinden has 
great control, striking out 70 and only walking 12 in 62- 
2/3 innings. Had a 2.01 ERA. 

Pedro P. Martinez (starter): C+. Martinez went 3-2 
with a 3.63 ERA. Worse, he gave up 72 hits in 67 innings 
with only 55 Ks. 

Yury Santana (closer): B+. The former Cyclones’ in- 
fielder is still learning to pitch, but he had an impressive 
2.45 ERA with a team-leading 13 saves. 

Jimmy Johnson (reliever): A+. When you go 5-0 with a 
1.25 ERA, you deserve a great grade (which he got) — and 
to be named to the All-Star team (which he did not!). John- 
son was used in tough situations all year and came through 

Roy Merritt (reliever): A+. Merritt is a side-armer who 
is particularly hard on lefties as his 3-0 record and 1.49

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French connection for GAP

The French apparently hold 
the key to fixing Grand Army 
Plaza. 

Three of the four teams that 
won prizes in a new design com- 
petition to reimagine the clogged 
traffic artery in the heart of 
Brooklyn are from France. 
The gall! 


Two organizations — the 
Design Trust for Space and 
the Grand Army Plaza Coali- 
tion — invited architects and 
urban planners to craft a new 
vision for the plaza. 

So it shouldn’t be a surprise 
that the top prizes went to teams 
with a close personal connec- 
tion to Paris’s Place Charles de 
Gaulle — the notorious traffic 


hub where 12 avenues meet and, 
like our own Grand Army Plaza, 
there’s even a large, ceremonial 
memorial arch in it. 

All 30 finalists will go on dis- 
play in the inner plaza on Sept. 13 

— andBrooklynites long exasper- 
ated with the once-illustrious gate- 
way to ProspectPark will even get 
to vote for their favorite. 

Eventually, one of the chosen 
designs may even become a re- 
ality, said event organizer Deb- 
orah Marton, the executive di- 
rector of the Design Trust. 

Two French teams — one 
from Nantes and one from Paris 

— tied for first place. Both the 
winning plans envision a paved 

— though car-free — zone be- 
tween the park’s Union Street 
entrance and the Soldier’s and 
Sailor’s Arch, currently a busy 
car link between Park Slope and 
Eastern Parkway. 

The second-prize winner, from 
another Paris-based team, imag- 
ines a reflecting pool , an amphi- 
theater and kiosks for newspa- 


pers, food, and bicycle rentals. 
Flatbush Avenue, currently di- 
vided into wide, north- and south- 
bound segments rushing through 
the circle, would become a sin- 
gle, two-way street on the east 
side of the plaza while the cur- 
rent south-bound lanes would 
be given back to pedestrians. 

The lone homegrown team, a 
Brooklyn-based partnership be- 
tween Garrison Architects and the 
transportation consulting firm of 
NelsonVNygaard, won the third 
prize with a plan to expand the 
center oval and push both seg- 
ments of Flatbush Avenue further 
to the outer edge of the circle. 

In addition, this team would 
build an elevated pedestrian walk- 
way to the inner plaza, and add 
a formal system of bikeways. 

Users of Grand Army Plaza 
— drivers, bikers, pedestrians 
and open space enthusiasts — are 
eager to view new ideas of how 
best to use the 11-acre space. 

“There’s never been a kind 
of comprehensive look at what 


should happen to this place to 
suit the needs of the people who 
live around it and the people who 
pass through it,” Marton said. 

“We wanted to use this as a 
way to flush out visionary ideas 
. . . and to work on out what the 
possibilities are and to build the 
support for moving for the next 
phase,” Marton explained. 

When the exhibition comes 
down, city planners and traffic 
engineers will consult the con- 
ceptual designs while creating 
a master plan, Marton said. 

Grand Army Plaza Coali- 
tion Vice Chair Michael Cairl 
said that residents and users will 
be involved at every step of the 
way, which is the point: “The 
best thing the designs can do is 
give the community a sense of 
what the out-of-the-box ideas 

“Ultimately, it’s going to be 
better for the community to sit 
down and come to a consensus 
of what it wants, what is build- 
able, and what best serves our 


objectives,” he added. 

But the design competition has 
no official capadty.Even asBrook- 
lynites browse the exhibition, the 
Department of Transportation is 
planning its own parallel track of 
traffic-calming measures and us- 
ability studies for the hectic space 
which was designed by its original 
visionaries .Olmsted and Vaux, as 
a grand gateway to their master 
work, Prospect Park. 

Last October, the city trans- 
formed 11,000 square feet of 
street space into three concrete 
pedestrian islands, five new 
crosswalks, 10 new pedestrian 
signals, and a protected bike 
path. The city also has painted 
several additional bike lanes 
throughout the plaza. 

Other proposed plans include 
closing the southern part of the 
traffic circle and rerouting new, 
two-way roads within the cir- 
cle and onto a two-way Pros- 
pect Park West. 

Several design ideas from 
this contest proposed trans-

forming Eighth Avenue and 
Prospect Park West into two- 
way streets, and abandoning the 
traffic circle idea altogether and 
constructing a more conservative 
square-shaped intersection. 

The exhibit opens to the 
public with a party on Satur- 
day, Sept. 13, 11 am to 4 pm 
in the center of the plaza. Visi- 
tors will have the opportunity 
to vote for their favorite ideas 
via text message; the results 
will be announced on Oct. 8.

Squadron, who had been endorsed 
by the New York Times and The 
Brooklyn Paper, will now face Re- 
publican candidate John Chromczak, 
but as in most districts in New York 
City, the Democratic primary is con- 
sidered tantamount to election.

Towns, a 13-term incumbent, ran 
away with the race, in which he faced 
a challenger whose under-funded cam- 
paign was dominated with rookie mis- 

Congressional hopeful and former 
MTV “Real World” star Kevin Pow- 
ell had trouble raising money, didn’t 
file campaign paperwork on time, 
called attention to his prior history 
of violence, was difficult for report- 
ers to get a hold of, scheduled cam- 
paign events featuring big-name ce- 
lebrities who failed to show up, and 
then issued a 58-page “vision plan” 
for the district just five days before 
the primary (even though he’d prom- 
ised it to reporters months earlier). 

Not that Towns brought up any of 
that at his victory party at Eden Pal- 
ace, a catering hall in Clinton Hill. 

“I’mdelighted [by the results] and.in 
fact. I’m anxious and eager to get started 
again,” he told The Brooklyn Paper. 

Towns, who’s rarely faced challengers, 
said he did not take Powell lightly. 

“I actually focused on the campaign 
this time,” he said. “The last time I just 
focused on my legislative work.” 


For his part, Powell vowed to take 
on Towns again in 2010. 

“Honestly, we need to raise more 
money next time, that’s the bottom 
line,” he told supporters at the Five 
Spot Restaurant in Fort Greene. 

“For now. I’ll go back to being a 
community organizer [but] I am de- 
termined to focus on parts of the dis- | 
trict I wasn’t able to cover well this ° 
time , like Williamsburg and East New -S 
York. This time, we were really just " 
trying to get the name and message j 
out there. In 2010, we will win it.” |

after Powell thanked staffers and vol- J 
unteers the DJ played Public Enemy’s 
“Fight the Power.” 

But later, the DJ changed the record 
and old school rapper Kurtis Blow 
crooned: “These are the breaks.”

Voters in Bay Ridge , Dyker Heights 
and Bensonhurst had barely finished 
casting their ballots in Tuesday’s con- 
gressional primary when the newly 
minted candidates — Councilman 
Mike McMahon (D-Staten Island) and 
former Assemblyman Bob Straniere 
(R-Staten Island) — started sinking 
their teeth into each other. 

Straniere, a former 12-term Staten 
Island assemblyman and currently a 
Manhattan hot dog restaurateur, struck 
first. Before he’d even officially van- 
quished Jim Wyne in the GOP con- 



test, Straniere’s camp issued a state- 
ment lashing McMahon and his party’s 
presidential ticket. 

“The [Barack] Obama-[Joe] Biden- 
McMahon ticket promises more taxes, 
more government and an inexperi- 
enced group of liberals to run our 
nation,” Straniere said. 

Before midnight, Team McMahon 
hit back with a statement that high- 
lighted Straniere’s vulnerabilities. 

“Straniere’s campaign heads into 
the general election low on resources 
and local support,” the statement said. 
It also quoted several GOP officials as 
bashing Straniere, who had became 
an outsider in his own party and, as 
an incumbent assemblyman, had lost 
a primary in 2004. 

McMahon handily won his race 
against Bay Ridge attorney Steve Har- 
rison for the Democratic nomination 
to succeed scandal-tarred Rep. Vito 
Fossella. The well-funded McMa- 
hon, who enjoyed the endorsement 
of Sen. Clinton, Gov. Paterson and 


former Mayor Koch, netted 75 per- 
cent of the vote and even won in the 
Brooklyn third of the district in Har- 

In his Bensonhurst field office on 
15th Avenue on Tuesday night, Mc- 
Mahon pledged his commitment to 
his constituents. 

“The people of Brooklyn and Staten 
Island believe they should have some- 
one in Congress that represents them 
— not the special interests, not the 
big fat cat corporations,” he told a 
room full of staffers, volunteers and 
elected officials. 

But Harrison attributed the mar- 
gin of victory to two other factors. 

“The difference came down to 
money and star power,” he said at 
his Bay Ridge home, where his sup- 
porters and family gathered mourn- 
fully. In spite of the loss, he said he 
would support McMahon in the gen- 
eral election. 

The loss was especially bitter for 
Harrison because he had run in 2006 


against Fossella and done better than 
any previous Democratic challenger 
to the six-term incumbent. But more 
candidates — including McMahon 
— came forward when Fossella de- 
cided not to seek re-election in the 
wake of an arrest for drunk driving 
in May and a subsequent admission 
that he had sired a lovechild with a 
woman not his wife. 

McMahon quickly corralled the 
support of local and national Dem- 
ocrats. He was also backed by many 
editorial boards, including that of the 
New York Times, the Staten Island 
Advance and The Brooklyn Paper. 

The Republicans were more di- 
vided on picking a successor. Even- 
tually, Frank Powers, an MTA board 
member and retired Wall Street hon- 
cho, garnered the backing of the Re- 
publican organizations in Brooklyn 
and Staten Island. 

But he suddenly died in June from 
a heart attack, which sent the GOP 
scrambling to find its second replace- 


ment. Many prominent elected Repub- 
licans declined to run, which allowed 
Straniere to slip into an almost-empty 
field and run on a shoestring budget 
against the wealthy first-time can- 
didate Jim Wyne, a cardiologist and 
finance chairman of Staten Island’s 
GOP. 

Devin Cohen, 3,970 (51.76%) 
Roger Adler, 3,700 (48.24%) 

Civil Court, District 1 (Carroll Gardens, 
Cobble Hill, Brooklyn Heights, Down- 
town, DUMBO. Fort Greene and a sliver 
of Park Slope) 

Cohen, a Democratic club leader, 
attorney and activist, did not earn an 
“approved” nod from the New York 
and Brooklyn bar associations, but 
he was endorsed by more Demo- 
cratic voter than Adler, an attorney 
who represented disgraced Assem- 
blyman Clarence Norman and who 
helped the Conservative Party fight 
same-sex marriage. 

On Election Night in this tight race, 
Cohen said he gained confidence when 
early results showed that he had won 
precincts in Brooklyn Heights and 
Concord Village, where Adler and 
politically connected family mem- 
bers live. 

To win, Cohen had to confront 
Adler’s negative ads that he was a 
political insider and his “not ap- 
proved” rating from the city bar as- 
sociation, which gave Adler a stamp 
of approval. 

On Wednesday, Lambda members 
breathed relief and took some credit for 
tipping the vote in Cohen’s favor. 

“Once the word got out that the 
opponent Roger Adler did not repre- 
sent progressive values, I think that 
changed the outcome,” said Dan Wil- 
son, a member of Lambda Indepen- 
dent Democrats, a gay clubhouse.

“Zander was a very popular little boy 
at his school and the neighborhood where 
he was known for being polite and very 
smart,” his father said in a statement re- 
leased to the Brooklyn Heights Blog. 
“He was a joy to his parents who are 
utterly devastated by their loss.” 

Both accidents come as soaring gas 
prices — and summertime weather — has 
sent bikers onto the roadways in droves. 
And bike fatalities tend to be highest in 
the summer, Norvell said. 

The Department of Transportation has 
created 70 miles of new bike lanes to 
accommodate the hordes, but the new 
paint often provokes a backlash from 
drivers, said Community Board 1 trans- 
portation committee chair Teresa Toro, 


whose board, like others in Brooklyn, 
has heard pleas from residents to both 
add and eliminate bike lanes. 

“There’s an attitude that bikes are 
toys . . . and people are not taking bik- 
ing seriously as a real form of transpor- 
tation,” Toro said. “A lot of the fighting 
comes around the presence or absence 
of a bike lane, where motorists feel en- 
titled to use the entire street.” 

Then again, bikers don’t always stay 
in designated lanes, preferring, as driv- 
ers do, the most-direct route. 

“We can get to zero fatalities by giv- 
ing attention to streets that are crying 
out for improvements,” Norvell said. 

“It’s not stuff that breaks the bank — and, 
really, we can’t let another year slip with- 
out giving attention to streets like this.”

trol of the tumbledown area. 

“[Allowing Astroland to close] shows a total dis- 
regard for low-income jobs in our neighborhood,” 
said Zigun. “Some 500 people work at Astroland 
and if there is no way — and there is no way — 
that next year Thor or anyone else could be build- 
ing, why are we throwing away all those jobs? 

“I wish the city had the guts to step up and do 
something now, but I don’t see a real commitment 
to the amusement park from the city either,” Zi- 
gun added. 

Mayor Bloomberg begged to differ. Asked about 
the Astroland closing at his daily press availabil- 
ity on Tuesday, Hizzoner said that his adminis- 
tration was actively trying to get Astroland “an- 
other one-year extension of their lease” because 
“it would be a great shame if the amusements, 
which have been around for so many years and 
defined Coney Island [were] lost.” 

A city official, speaking on background, said that 
if Sitt did extend the lease for one more year, the city 
would clear some existing — but unidentified — 
publicly owned parcel in Coney’s amusement zone 
for Astroland to return in the summer of 2010. 

Of course, the closing of Astroland is just the 
backdrop for a larger battle between Bloomberg 
and Thor Equities. Both sides envision a vast, 
24-7-365 indoor-outdoor theme park, but quib- 
ble over the substantial details of a proposal that 
is still years from realization. 

In either case, Astroland might have to go; nei- 
ther the Bloomberg plan for a city-owned theme 
park, nor Thor’s plan for a larger, entertainment, 
retail .hotel and amusement zone call for the run- 
down funland to stay. 


That didn’t prevent the mayor from taking a 
swipe at Sitt. 

“There are private developers [in Coney Island] 
who have their own economic interests and then 
there’s the public that has a broader interest and we’re 
trying to reconcile property values with what’s in 
the public interest and hopefully we will come to 
an agreement,” he said. “It continues to be a diffi- 
cult negotiation and I think that if everybody can 
pull together we’ll be successful.” 

Thor’s spokesman Stefan Friedman told The 
Brooklyn Paper that the city had not contacted 
the developer, though both Kelly and Bloomberg 
have confirmed that negotiations are ongoing.

Milton Puryear, director

“The whole idea for the 
greenway is to provide a ben- 
efit to the people of the com- 
munity — not just bike rid- 
ers — by making a truck 
route into a more inviting 
streetscape,” said Puryear.

names: ‘F.’ for Boar’s Head 
Provisions founder Frank 
Brunckhorst, ‘Martin’ for 
its CEO Robert Martin, 
and ‘-ella’ for its president 
Michael Martella. The Lost 
City blog uncovered the mys- 
tery last week, which LeM- 
ore later confirmed. 

The Florida-based deli 
meat producer chose to con- 
duct its edible experiment in 
Brooklyn because the com- 
pany’s sales, distribution, and 
marketing arms are headquar- 
tered here, LeMore said. 

But the stretch of Court 
Street from Atlantic Avenue 
north to Cadman Plaza is 
a particularly good spot to 
open a company’s first re- 
tail store, particularly if it’s a 
concept store, said real estate 
broker Tim King of CPEX 
Realty. 

“Court Street is like the 
connective tissue that joins 
the . . . half-dozen constitu- 
ency bases in the area,” King 
said. “You put all these dy- 
namic forces together and it’s 
why Court Street would be a 
dynamic place to put a food 
store, particularly an inno- 
vative food store that peo- 
ple would come out of their 
way to go to.”

The rent for the 
2 ,500-square-foot F. Marti- 
nella storefront is “at a nose- 
bleed level,” said King, who 
was originally involved in the 
deal, but did not close it. 

Tocompare,a650-square- 
foot space for a yogurt shop 
at 32 Court St. recently went 
for $14,000, King added. 

LeMore said the company 
is excited to see how the store 
plays out, but added that F. 
Martinella will be Boar’s 
Head only foray into retail, 
as the company has no plans 
to franchise the concept.
